He shall furthermore keep these 
minutes on file as a part of the essential records of the station. 


6. THE DI 


CTOR OF PUBLIC RELATIONS: He 


shall be responsible for maintaining and presiding over a de- 
partment whose duties will be to provide publicity and promo~ 
tion of the station, making availeble the news of the station 
and to advertise the station. This department shall maintain 


close contact with ell other departments of the station. 


7. THE SPORTS DIRECTOR: He shall be 
responsible for the coverage and broadcasting of all sports ac- 
tivities covered by the station; he shall be directly respon~ 


gible to the Program Director and shall recommend to him sports 


events to be: broadcast. 
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responsible for the care and maintenance of all recordings and 
tapes owned by or in the care of the station; he shall work 
with the Business Manager on all Record Contracts and shall be 


in charge of the procurment of recordings.

Shall be responsible for the obtaining, programming and broad-

ting of all. news concerning the University. He shall also 
maintain closé liason with the Heights Daily News. He shall 
pe responsible for the gathering of weather reports from the 
Heights Meteorology Department. 

10. THE FACULTY ADVISOR: He shall 
guide the officers of the station in their duties with his 
comments and criticisms and shall act as a Liason between 
these officers and the University. 


ARTICLE IV 
The EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE of the station: 


i. Shall be composed of the Station 
Manager, Program Director, Chief Engineer, Business Manager, and 
Recording Secretary. The duties of the Executive Committee shall 
be to act as the policy making department of the station. The 
station's policy is to be decided in the following manner:- 

Any act affecting policy must 
be presented to the committee by one of its members in the form 
of a motion or resolution. After due discussion and, at the 
end of said discussion, at the discretion of the Presiding 


Chairman or the insistence of a simple majority of the Committee 
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a vote on the measure will be called by role. A simple majority 
of the members present, voting in favor of the measure shall be 
necessary for the passage of the measure. 

2. A quorum of the Executive Committee 
shall be constituted by the presence of three (3) members. 

3. Any member of the executive board 
or committee may, if he wishes, present his vote via a proxy. 
All proxy votes must be in writing and are to be filed with the 
Recording Secretary. 

4 The Executive ‘Committes shall, at 
the aigenatisn of ‘the presteins Chairman and with the approval 
oft a simple majority of the above committee, invite the station 
members at large to any of its meetings for diseussion of any 
matters concerning the station and/or the membership at large. 

5. The minutes of a11 Executive 

Committee meetings will at all times be available to any member 
of the station at large upon written request to the Recording 
Secretary and the Business Manager. Carbon copies are not to 
be accepted, 

6. Meetings of the Executive Committee 
shall be held at the discretion of the Station Manager, but in 
no event less than monthly during the school year. 

7. The members of the Executive 
Committee shall place before the Committee all pertinent sug~ 


@estions and criticisms of any member of the station at large. 
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ARTICLE V 
All meetings of the station members at large, 


will be held no less than once per school year. At such 

meetings, voting will be held on all measures prescribed 

necessary for approval by the membership in this Constitution. 
Parliamentary vrocedure will govern and 

the Station Manager will, at his discretion, appoint a 

Parliamentarian who will advise him on Parliamentary proce- 

dure, 


ARTICLE VI 
officers will be appointed by a vote of 


the Executive Committee. The elections of the Station Manager, 
Program Director, Chief Engineer, Business Manager, and Record- 
ing Secretary will be subject to ratification by the membership 
at large in a special election meeting. <A simple majority of 
those present and voting in favor of an appointee shall be 
necessary for election. Elections are to be completed at a date 
no later than the thirtieth day of March and no earlier than 

the first day of March. Qualifications for the aforementioned 
five (5) positions shall include not less than one (1) year of 
membership. The Station Manager, Program Directof, and Chief 
Engineer may only hold office for one (1) year. The Business 
Maneger and Recording Secretary may hold office for two (2) years. 
At the ex piration of such periods the above mentioned individuals 
will retire to an advisary position. These regulations do not 


apply to the officials of the station at the time of the ratifi- 
cation of this Constitution. 
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ARTICLE VIL 
Newly elected officers will be installed 


not later than the fifteenth (15) day of April. 


ARTIOLE VIII 
Administrative positions vacated for any 


reason must be filled within thirty (30) days. 


ARTICLE IX 
Unexcused absence from a meeting of the 


Executive Committee may subject the absentee to fine or after 
three absences dismissal from that committee at the discregion 
of the remaining members. Pines will be One ($1.00) Dollar 
per absence. 

Unexcused absence from a meeting of the 
membership at large may subject the absentee to a fine of 
fitty ($.50) cents. 

Absence from, or lateness to, a program 
assignment may. subject. the violator to a fine of fifty ($.50) 
cents, at the discretion of the Program Director. Excessive 
abuses will subject the violator to dismissal from the station 
at the discretion. of the Executive Committee. 

ALL Pines may be appealed after payment by 
requesting. a hearing from the Executive Committee. This shall 
be done in a written request to the Business Manager. 


ARTICLE X 
Membership dues are to be no more than 


Two ($82.00) Dollars for the initial semester of membership and 


no more than One ($1.00) Dollar for each succeeding semester. 


Dues will be recommended by the Executive Gommittee and will be 
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subject to the approval of the membership at large. Such dues 
are to be payable to the Business Manager not later than the 
Thirtieth (30) day of October and the last day of February. 
Equal dues will be assessed of all members. Members who have 
not paid dues will be subject to immediate dismissal from the 
station at the discretion of the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE. XT 
Anendments to this Constitution shall be 


recommended to the Executive Committee. If approved by the 
Committee they are to be voted on. by the membership at large. 
Two-thirds (2/3) of the entire official membership voting 


in favor of the amendment shall ‘constitute ratification. 
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
